together with a number of similar objects 
used for the same purpose in medieval 
and modern’ bimes.: Ancient microscopes 
and optical instruments, gathered. from 
all quarters of Europe, will form another 
important feature, and a selection of 
surgical instruments cused» by, famous 
surgeons ‘when operating on histor'cal 
personages js promised: The collection of 
amulets ard charms counccted with 
English folk medicine. will be very cum- 
plete, and will constitute an exhibit of. 
more than ordinary interest. A tine 
collection of early medical medals and

PROPOSED BANGKOK CHAMBER 
OF COMMERCE. 


The commercial community of Bangkok 
recently met at the Hongkong and Shang- 
hai Bank to discuss the advisability of 
forming a Chamber of Commerce. The 
Bangkok Fimes commonting.on tho’ meet’ 
ing says:—It was quite characteristic of 
Bangkok. As regards attendance it was 
n decidedly good mectinig: the commercial 
community was there. But the gathering: 
waa largely inspired by the old.-fecling’ 
that nothing of the Isind can sucoced hore. 
Nobody felt inclined to commit himself 
hy a word. Mutual distrust is still 


strong, and thouch everybody recognises 
that only by combination can certain use- | 
ful.ends be attained, most of us are pain- 
fully conscious of one another’s infirmities 
as affecting the success'of any attempt to 
work togethor: Then there is the view 
that only. an. official body ondowed: with 
authority by Government has any chance 
of success. Such bodies are of course 
differently constituted in different coun- 
tries, but’ 2. Bangkok Chamber wonld have 
the same chance of success as, say. tho 
Chambers in the China ports like Shang-, 
hai, Hankow, Foochow, Amoy, Canton. 
These are alco international bodies, whose 
members come under. different iurisdic- 
tions, “Largely the authority | to be | 
exercised by the Bangkok Chamber will 
depend on the effictency with which it 
carries out its. duties, and certainly this 
is an instance .in which: “ what's’ well 
begun is half done.” Mr. Hendrick got 
to the root of the matter when he said 
that. the success of this now attempt 
depends on the. first officors, though of 
course ‘all the members of the Committee: 
ran doa good. deal towards making: the 
thing a success. They will find the com- 
mercial. community ag a. whole very. 
critical, but at the same time very, ap- 
nreciative of successful ‘work. The objects 
of a. chamber of commerce are everywhere 
much the game. so that the following. will 
apply pretty accurately to Banekok:— 
“Mo watch over and prolect the general 
interests of the trade of the port.. to 
collect information on all matters of, in- 
torest to the mercantile community, and to 
communicate with authorities and others 
thereupon; to form a code of, practice 
whereby the transactions of business may 
be simplified and. facilitated; to receive 
references, and to arbitrate between dis- 
putanta, the decisions in .such, references. 
to be recorded for future use and guid- 
ance.” j ;
